The Maritime Safety Agency 
dispatched 14 patrol boats to 
the scene, Another ferryboat of 
the same company, the 500-ton 
Waka Maru, arrived at the es- 
timated point of origin of the 
distress signal at 8:20 p.m., but 
reported that it had not found 
any trace of the missing vessel. 


The Waka Maru arrived at the 
estimated point of origin of the 
distress signal at 8:20 p.m., but 
failed to find any trace of the 
missing vessel as of 10 p.m. 


Four vessels of the Maritime 
Self-Defense Forces were also 
dispatched to the scene to assist 
in the operations, 

The headquarters of the 5th 
District, Maritime Safety Agen- 
cy, Said it would attempt to 
dispatch helicopters in_ the 
morning should no traces be 
found by dawn. 

There was no hint as to the 
nature of the difficulties en- 
countered by the ferryboat and 
leading to the SOS signal. 

The missing vessel was built 
in March, 1956, by the Hitachi 
Shipbuilding and Engineering 
Co., at a cost of ¥100 million. 
it was engaged in ferry service 
between Komatsujima and Wa- 
kayama from May of that year. 


The ferryboat’s capacity was 
given as 444 passengers. It has 
a maximum speed of 14 knots 
and is equipped with modern in- 
struments including radar. 

The chief of the Wakayama 
office of the steamship company 
said he did not believe the ves- 
sel had sunk, and voiced the 
hope that it must have found 
some temporary haven. He said 
the captain had 10 years experi- 
ence on the route, 


Meanwhile, another vessel, 
the Shofuku Maru No. 3, a 900- 
ton freighter was reported to 
have run aground off Kushi- 
moto, a fishing port also in 
Wakayama Prefecture. 

It had earlier radioed a dis- 
tress call from a point about 3 
miles off Kushimoto, and the 
Maritime Safety patrol boat Ku- 
mano Was rushed to the scene. 

Of the freighter’s 27-man 
crew, 6 managed to swim to 
safety in Kushimoto. The fate 
of the remaining 21 was still un- 
known as of early this morning.

Japan and Britain have al- 
ready laid the foundation for 
stepping up mutual cooperation 
in the fields of international po- 
litics and economy. 

What remains to be done is 
for politicians of the two na- 
tions to work out concrete 
steps to build BSR ae a 5 <4 
on this foun- ~ “as... 
dation. 

To my mind, 
it is of great 
importance in 
steering the 
course of Japa- 
nese diplomacy 
to keep con- 
stant, accurate 
track of what 
the British for- 
eign policy is 
really driving at. 

The British diplomacy, with 
long years of activities on the 
international arena to its credit, 
is still clearly marked by tradi- 
tionally refined elasticity. 


" Britain finds itself in a unique 
position in that it does not al- 
ways think the same way the 
United States does in spite of 
the closest relationships prevail- 
ing between the two countries. 


The power of Britain has 
recently come in for a variety of 
appraisals. But we cannot belit- 
tle its international position. 

It should be noted in this con- 
nection that on yarious West 
European issues, Britain has 
played a leading role on a num-|

ber of occasions. 

As for the program for Euro- 
pean Free Trade Zone, Britain 
has succeeded in eliminating 
opposition in some quarters and 
winning in principle the con- 
rb of all the nations concern- 


This can possibly be taken as 
an indication of the prestige of

prestige of Britain. 

Even the Soviet Union ap- 
pears to expect something of 
Britain. 


I believe, therefore, that Brit- 
ain is in an advantageous posi- 
tion to take the initiative in 
easing the East-West tensions 
and thereby bringing about a 
true peace in the world.

Timing of Speech 
Release Baffles U.S. 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu-

The situation is re- 
versed in Burope where sites 
avaliable there could jaunch 
missiles capable of hitting im- 
portant and vulnerable targets 
within the Soviet Union, 

This rules out heavily popu- 
lated centers In Asia as proper 
or productive targets for US. 
missiles. 

The situation is reversed for 
Soviet strategists who might 
well seek to knock out any of 
the major U.S, military bases in 
the Far East. 

Therefore a concentration on 
antimissile defenses would be 
most profitable for the protec- 
tion of U.S. Far Fast bases, it 
is felt. 

Under the massive retaliation 
policy, it is still felt, apparent- 
ly, that a deterrent exerted on 
the Soviet Union from Burope 
would be effective in holding 
back a Soviet nuclear mis 
sile attack in the Far East.

It Was reported by Dr. Carl

He 
presented his findings to a con- 
ference of the Brain Research 
Foundation,

They 
also reported greater daytime 
energy, attentiveness at lectures 
but greater intolerance of poor 
lectures, less apprehension. 

Two said they were able to 
quit smoking without difficulty 
and many claimed they were 
more affable and outgoing than 
before. 

Dr. Pfeiffer said DMAE will 
be made by Riker Laboratories, 
Los Angeles, under the trade 
name of Deager, It still requires 
approval by the U.S, Food and 
Drug Administrgtion,. but Dr. 
Pfeiffer said this would be ap- 
plied for soon, 

In one test, it was indicated 
that the drug was about as ef- 
fective aS a tranquillizer, ves- 
perin, im treatment of schizo- 
phrenics. However, Dr. Pfeiffer 
said DMAE is a step beyond 
tranquillizers. 

He said DMAE also shows 
promise in other areas, among 
them: 

Chronic fatigue states, mi-

Declaring tiat “findings al 
ready suggest our ability to live 
several months in a sealed cap 
sulle,” Dr, & ~Murray, adminis- 
trative director of the Office of 
Research and Grants, disclosed 
that the experiments have been 
conducted over a period of two 
years in the school of medi 
Cine’s department of pharmaco- 
logy, under the direction of 
Prof, Christian Lamberteen and 
his associates. 

The group is primarily con- 
cerned with research on man’s 
responses to oxygen under all 
conditions. 

Among the problems faced by 
the scientiats ls Ww provide cir- 
culation of blood to the criti 
cal sections of a human being 
by means of drugs and differ- 
ing doses of oxygen.

All but the most hidebound 
traditionalists have long since 
seen that Japan’s heyday in the 
textile markets of Asia is a mat- 
ter of history. All but the 
ignorant, or those who have 
Communist axes to grind, put 
littie stock in the market 
potential of Red China. 


Asia is seething and bubbling 
with industrialization plans. In- 
dia is a textile exporter, not a 
custorner. Pakistan is next. Tai- 
wan and Korea, ready-made 
colonial markets for Japan pre- 
war, are going-going-gone down 
the road to minimum textile 
self-sufficiency within a few 
years. Burma and Thailand want 
mills. So do the newly inde- 
pendent States of Indochina. 
The Philippines are moving 
slowly in that direction. Hong- 
kong is an exporter. Now that 
i, too, is independent, Malaya 
can be depended upon to de- 
velop a plan for economic inde- 
pendence in the basic industrial 
necessities. 

The regime in China is not

change, or barter precious raw 
materials, for Japanese con- 
sumer goods in other than 
nominal quantities. 


Remaining Market Unstable 


The remaining market in 
Asia—that is, the market that 
remains for Japan for the next 
several years—is too unstable 
for Japan to depend upon. The 
ability of these countries to buy 
Japanese textiles is bound up 
in systems of licensing and trade 
agreements, all of which stem 
from the need to conserve for- 
eign exchange. Issuance and 
suspension of licenses are sub- 
ject to day-to-day shifts in poli- 
cy, on political considerations, 
and on the whims of violent 
young governments. 


Large quantities of Japanese 
textiles now go to Africa direct- 
ly, or via Hongkong and Singa- 
pore, or via the finishing mills 
of the United Kingdom. There 
seems to be no important future 
in that area for expanded sales, 
at least not within the few years 
that Japan has to replace her 
shrinking “traditional” markets.

1, The fiscal investment-loan 
program has been increased by 
731,600 million over the draft 
budget of the Finance Ministry. 

2. A sum of ¥28,000 million, 
which was slashed by the F.- 
nance Ministry, has been restor- 
ed for the Japan Development 
Bank and the Japan Electric 
Power Resources Development 
Co, 

3. The money market has 
shown a sign of being eased due 
to an improvement in the inter- 
national account. 

Ministry circles, however, said 
that even with these favorable 
factors, it will be difficult for 
the Government to up the min- 
ing and manufacturing produc- 
tion for the coming year by 4.5 
per cent over this year, as was 
announced last December. 

The upward percentage, they 
said, may be around 3.6 per cent 
up 3.8 per cent.

France May 
Get Credits 
This Week 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
Financial officials said Saturday 
night that Jean Monnet, France's 
special envoy, should receive the 
International Monetary Fund, 
the Export-lmport Bank and the 
Treasury credits on Wednesday, 
as the agreements should be 
finalized by then. 


They said these agreements 
were likely to be released for 
publication in the Thursday 
morning newspapers. 

The total credits that Monnet 
would reecive here will be be- 
tween $350 million and $380 mil- 


lion—probably nearer the latter 
figure. 


They said at the same time 
the European Payments Union 
Was expected to make an an- 
nouncement of a $250 million 
credit for France. 


What had contributed to the 
success of Monnet’s mission had 
been the fact he was not under 
pressure to complete the agree- 
ments by any deadline and he 
had the close support of Per 
Jacobsson, head of the IMP, 
and of Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles. Soon after Mon- 
net's arrival here i became 
evident France would have no 
need of the credits before the 
end of March due to the rapid 
hetterment of the French eco- 
nomy, which meant Monnet did 
not need to hurry and could 
play his cards carefully. 


Also they said about a week 
after his arrival here Dulles 
realized, firstly, that since early 
December the French economy 
had been showing a very re- 
markable and continuing im- 
rovement and, secondly, that 
ailard was likely to remain 
some time as French Premier. 


They understood Dulles, in 
view of having to go to Ankara 
for the Baghdad Pact meeting, 
jiost no time in telling President 
Eisenhower that Gaillard on a 
personal basis and France on an 
economic basis deserved the full 
support of the United States for 
credits, 


As a result orders went out to 
the United States Treasury and 
the Export-Import Bank to 4ee 
that prompt action be taken to 
give France the credits that 
could be made available at the 
present time. 


Brazil Inaugurates 


First Atom Reactor 


SAO PAULO (Kyodo-UP)— 
President Juscelino Kubitschek 
Saturday inaugurated Brazil's 
first atomic reactor in the pre 
sence of delegates from 15 coun- 
tries, 

He pressed a button at 11 a.m. 
which placed the 50-kilowatt 
reactor in the critical stage. 

The reactor was built by the 
Babcock & Wilcox Co. an 
American firm. 


Shipping Notes and News 


The Trans-Pacific Freight 
Conference of Japan is due to 
meet today in a special session 
to discuss the question of the 
resignation of American Mall 
and Pacific Far East lines, 
which is to become effective 
Feb. 4. The conferees will hear 
a report by Managing Director 
Yoshiya  Arivyoshi of Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha on his talks last 
week with the principals of the 
two dissatisfied U.S. lines in 
Seattle and San Francisco. A 
spokesman for NYK refused to 
reveal the contents of the: Ari- 
yoshi report but ai “reliable 
source said that it assumed a 
rather pessimistic tone. On Mon- 
day night, Arivoshi left for the 
U.S. on a persuasion mission 
en route to London, where he 
is to attend the semiannual 
meeting of the Far East-Europe 
and EKurope-Far East freight 
conferences (several freight 
bodies) as the NYK representa- 
tive.

Earlier in the day, the busi- 
neas managers of the nine ma- 
jor Japanese members of the 
Trans-Pacific Freight Conference 
had agreed to send the NYK ex- 
ecutive to the U.S. to seek the 
reconsideration by American 
Mail and Pacific Far East lines 
of their secession for the sake 
of stability In the Japan-North 
America trade. They also 
agreed that if the two lines 
could not retract their resigna- 
tion, they should be asked at 
least to tpone their action 
until after the meeting of execu- 
tives of the Japan-North Ameri- 
ca liner operators at Hakone in 
March. In asking for the recon- 
sideration by the two American 
lines, the Japanese representa- 
tive should promise to restrict, 
by destinations, the loading 
aboard Japanese ships in Nago 
ya of porcelain ware and ply- 
wood, the items in question, for 
three months—March, April and 
May—as a first step, the man- 
agers decided. The Japanese de- 
legate should also pledge crea- 
tion of watchdog organs against 
possible malpractices in major 
ports in this country, separate 
from the present system of the 
rate conference, they agreed.

The Transportation Ministry, 
with the cooperation of ship- 
ping interests, acquired a quota 
of ¥18,000 million in Govern- 
ment loans for construction of 
ocean-going merchant ships in 
fiscal 1958, last Monday when 
the Cabinet decided on the bud- 
get and an investment and loan 
program for the next fiscal 
year. This amount, the Finance 
Ministry claimed, would be 
enough to build 250,000 gross 
tons of ships—120,000 tons of 
cargoliners, 50,000 tons of cargo 
tramps and 80,000 tons of oil 
tankers, on condition that: (1) 
The contract prices of ships for 
fiscal 1948 be 20 per cent below 
the fiscal 1957 level; (2) The 
ratio of Government loans to the 
contract prices be 60 per cent 
for cargoliners, 50 per cent for 
tramps and 40 per cent for tan- 
kers.

U.S. Textile Leader Repeats - 
Opposition to Quota Change 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)}—One of the leaders of the 
American textile dndustry has 
reiterated his opposition to any 
changes in Japan's system of 
voluntary quotas on cotton tex- 
tiles exported to the United 
States, 

In an article iri the Journal 
of Commerce, W. Ray Bell, 

esident of the Association of 

otton Textile Merchants of 
New York, declared. Friday 
that the agreement had not 
been to Japan's disadvantage. 

“Actually,” he wrote, “Japan 
has gained special privileges in 
the American textile markets 
which are not matched by other 
GATT countries and which are 
not reciprocated by Japan with 
respect to Japanese home mar 
keta,” 

Bell declared that the infer 
ence that because Japan bought 
U.8. cotton it should sell back to 
this country the equivalent in 
goods was “pve nonsense,” 

“Japan has no cotton and 
must import it, manufacture it, 
and sell the product to coun- 
tries needing textiles,” he said. 

“The United States does not 


| 


need imported textiles which 
merely reproduce its own quall 
ties at a cheap price based on 
the U.S. cotton subsidy to over. 
seas mills and their low wages.” 

In view of this, Bell said, the 
quota arrangement had provid- 
ed a constructive and realistic 
program. 

He added: “The Japanese 
have sought a larger share of 
the market in apparel and spe- 
clalized fabrics for the second 
quota year. Since these are the 
areas of greatest concentration, 
with imports constituting a 
substantial percentage of US. 
production, it seems most wun- 
likely that the American indus- 
try can afford to endorse 
changes that would bear down 
more heavily on the areas 
which have taken the brunt of 
the beating from imports to 
date.” 

The views expressed by Bell 
were not regarded as showing 
any break in the domestic in- 
dustry’s opposition, and for this 
reason there did not appear to 
be any likelihood that negotia- 
tions would be resumed in the 


near future,

India had not given the num- 
ber of ships she wanted. Nego- 
tiations on the details of the 
ship export and shipyard con- 
struction plans would = get 
under way after complete 
agreement had been reached be- 
tween the two governments 
over the yen credit, be said. 
Local shipyards, some of which 
are already conducting pre 
liminary, negotiations on ship 
exports to India, welcomed the 
general agreement reached be- 
tween the Indian and Japanese 
delegations that credits should 
be granted to India over the 
next three years in the form of 
a direct loan from the Ex- 
port-Import Bank of Japan.

The British Embassy has pro- 
tested to the Japanese Ministry 
of Transportation against the 
“monopoly” by Japanese lines 
on the haulage of war repara- 
tions goods to Burma. A min- 
istry official said the Japanese 
Government had taken no meas- 
ures whatsoever of encouraging 
Japanese lines to monopolize the 
transportation of reparations 
goods to Burma. He attributed 
the present situation to the fact 
that the Burmese Government 
had been compelled by her for- 
eign exchange position to put a 
considerable portion of its pur- 
chases on a c.if. basis. Another 
Japanese informant said that no 
stipulation had been made in 
the reparations agreement that 
all reparations goods should be 
carried in Japanese ships but 
the agreement itself was based 
on the principle that Japanese 
ships should undertake such 
haulage as part of her repara- 
tions payments in services, Still 
another source said that he had 
no objection to the transporta- 
tion by non-Japanese lines of 
reparations goods, if only their 
freight revenues were to be 
transferred to the reparations 
accounts.

A certain nationally distributed magazine for young

announced, the editor's office was flooded with letters com- 
plaining that his poem was practically a verbatim copy 
of one written by Saisei Muroo, one of Japan’s greatest 
contemporary poets. The contest judge was understand. 
ably embarrassed. All he could say was that he had found 
several other plagiarized poems among the entries but that 
this one had somehow missed him. 

The incident reminds us of the report of a certain Eng- 
lish professor last year that a good percentage of the themes 
he got from his students came out of the Reader’s Digest 
and one was even culled from The Japan Times editorial 


column.

Battle of the Budget 


Fiscal Policy for 1958 May Prove Adverse to National Economy 


One of the key bills that will 
be taken up in the first stage 
of the 28th Diet which was re- 
convened Saturday following a 
ffonth4ong recess ia the na- 
tional budget for the 1958 fiscal 
year. 

The ¥1,312,100 million Gov- 
ernment draft of the budget was 
readied Jan. 20 for presentation 
to the Diet after protracted ne- 
gotiations between the Finance 
and other Ministries as well as 
the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party which sought increased 
fund allocations. 


The tough bargaining got 
under way immediately after 
the Finance Ministry submitted 
its budget blueprint to the Cabi- 
net on Jan. &. 


Since the budget is to be com- 
plied by the Government and 
approved by the Diet under sup- 
port of the ruling party, it is 
natural that the Government 
should pay respect to what the 
party policymakers say about 
it. However, the Government 
party's attitude to seek restora- 
tion of funds crossed out by 
the Finance Ministry during 
the latest budget talks was “too 
flagrant” and could in. no way 
be justified, 


Deliberations on the budget 
draft should be made on the 
Diet floor and, accordingly, any 
persistent request for restora- 
tion of reduced funds by the 
Government party in the pre- 
Diet stage can only be termed 
as mixing up the authorities of 
the Administration and the legis- 
lature, 


Attitude Inexcusable 


The Government party's atti- 
tude deserved criticism especial- 
ly because it smacked of a “pub- 
licity stunt” with the next gen- 
eral election in mind. The 
Liberal-Democrats apparently 
tried to curry favor with the 
pressure groups by sugar-coat- 
ing the budget, 

It should be noted, however, 
that besides such an inexcusable 
attitude on the part of the Gov- 
ernment party, there was a fac- 
tor in the original budget draft 
iteelf that caused such ugly bar- 
gaining... It was the Govern- 
ment's contention that the na- 
tional economy would go out of 
balance if all the relatively 
ample state revenues availabie 
during the new fiscal year are 
spent, 

It had been estimated that the 
surplus funds available in the 
next fiscal year budget would 
total some ¥200,000 million, of 
which ¥100,000 million -would 
be carried over from the cur- 
rent year’s budget as surplus 
and another ¥100,000 million ob- 
tained from a natural increase 
in tax revenues, 


The Finance Ministry, how- 
ever, decided, in accordance 
with the Government's budget 
compilation policy, to restrict 
the amount of increase in ex- 
penditures to some ‘¥100,000 
million as compared with the 
current year’s budget. It opin- 
ed that this was necessary to 
achieve the Government's avow- 
ed policy of balancing the na- 
tion’s international payments. 


Plans for Surplas 


The Ministry planned, at the 
same time, to use the remain- 
ing ‘¥100,000-million surplus 
funds for a tax cut and other 
purposes. The Ministry's plan 
called for using ¥26,000 million 
for a tax reduction, ¥31,000 mil- 
lion for redemption of national 
bonds and keeping the remain- 
ing ¥43,600 million “shelved” 
for use in.time of economic de- 
pression, 


It was because of such a plan 
that the budget draft was call- 
ed “an austerity budget,” al- 
though expenditures listed rep- 
resented an Increase of ¥100,000 
million, ° 

The existence of such surplus 
funds was a reason behind such 
a stiff fund request on the part 
of the Government party.

Asahi Shimbun said the ¥30,- 
000 million increase in the ex- 
servicemen pension appropria- 
tions for fiscal 1958 over the pre- 
vious fiscal year is considered 
a defeat suffered by the nation’s 
social security system. Should 
the ¥30,000 million be available 
for the social security system, 
the mation could start two 
social security system plans, an 
annuity system for widows and 
their children, and an annuity 
for physically handicapped per- 
sons, effectively though gradual- 
ly, the paper said.

Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) took

The amount of expenditures 
shows an increase of ¥174,600 
million over that of the cur- 
rent year’s budget. The amount 
of increase, however, comes 
down to ¥100,000 million when 
“economp adjustment funds” 
totaling ¥43,600 million and na- 
tional bond redemption funds 
amounting to ¥31,000 million 
are deducted, 


The ¥100,000-million increase 
represents a boost of 10 per cent 
as compared with the current 
year's budget.

The rate of in- 
crease in government  pay- 
ments therefore, well exceeds 
that of the development of na- 
tional economy. 


This gives rise to fears thht, 
despite the Government's bud- 
get compilation policy, the Goy- 
ernment’s payments may exert 
undesirable influences on econo- 
mic conditions. 


The Finance Ministry orig- 
inally intended to reserve a to- 
tal of ¥45,600 million purely 
for use in time of economic 
emergencies. However, the 
amount the Finance Ministry 
really wanted was reduced to 
only ¥22,100 milion in the 
course of the latest budget 


negotiations and the remaining 


¥21,500 million was divided in- 
to five different funds for spe- 
cific purposes. 


Controversial Point 


One of the biggest points at 
issue in the Government's 
budget draft was an increase in 
pensions for ex-servicemen. 
Pensions for both war veterans 
and retired civilian officials run 
up to a total of ¥110,000 mil- 
lion. Of this, only ¥17,400 mul- 
lion are for the latter, 


The big increase in pensions 
granted to ex-servicemen was 
the result of strong campaigns 
conducted by various pressure 
groups, including ex-service- 
men and bereaved families. 

Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi yielded to the pension 
lobby but the people in gener- 
al voiced objection against in- 
creasing the pensions. The 
consensus of the people was to 
help ex-soldiers within the 
framework of the social se 
curity system. 


The amount of increase in 
pension allocations for the 1958 
fiscal year is ¥7,500 million, 
This is expected to further 
increase to ¥30,000 million in 
the future, 

It must be said that it was 
unreasonable for the Govern- 
ment to give out pensions 
totaling more than ‘¥100,00U 
million, while the total sum of 
funds earmarked for social 
security was only ¥125,000 mil- 
lion. Such an imbalance shouid 
be corrected as soon as possible 
by incorporating such pensions 


into the social security system. 

Another point to be noted jn 
the new budget draft is that a 
special account was set up for 
improvement of roads, on 
which Prime Minister Kien! 

laced top priority during whe 

dget compilation work. 

Under the Government's road 
improvement plan, a total of 
¥800.000 million will be dis 
bursed during the next. five 
years. 

Meanwhile, the amount of the 
Government's share of the cost 
of national health 
which remained one of the most 
controversial issues in the 
course of the finalization of the 
Government’s budget draft, was 
increased by 8.5 per cent. The 
new rate is to become effective 
in October. 

In the field of defense cost, 
disbursement of funds for a 10, 
oo0-man increase in the Ground 
Self Defense Force was 4ap- 
proved. 


Jacreased Scholarships 


One of the few points to be 
endorsed in the budget draft 
was an expansion of the Gov- 
ernment’s scholarship System. 
Although the amount of funds 
increased for this purpose was 
small, it is a matter to be 
heartily welcomed, 


Under the new system, a to 
tal of 5,000 graduates of junior 
high schools will receive schol- 
arship funds totaling Y5,000 
a month each, 


The projected tax cut In fiscal 
1958 totals ¥26,000 miliion. To 
curtail this amount of taxes, 
various means have been decid- 
ed upon, including revision of 
regulations concerning the in- 
heritance tax, reduction of the 
corporation tax by 2 per cent 
and reducing taxes for low- 
grade liquor. z 


However, the reduction of the 
liquor tax was planned to sway 
the public in favor of the Gov- 
ernment in the anticipated gcn- 
eral election. 


Investment Plan 


Exerting a great influence on 
the nation’s economic activities 
together with the general ac- 
count budget is the Govern- 
ment’s investment plan. 

The Government earmarked a 
total of ¥399,500 million for its 
investment plan for fiscal 19538, 
The amount represented an in- 
crease of ¥31,600 million over 
the figure originally earmarked 
by the Finance Ministry and a 
¥47,000 million increase over 
the amount to be actually spent 
during the current year. 

Such an increase made in this 
category gives an impression 
that the amount curtailed in the 
general account was transferred 
to the investment plan, 

When the total amount of 
funds to be disbursed through 
the general account budget, 
local governments and the in- 
vestment plan is taken into con- 
sideration, we must say that ihe 
new budget has, against the 
budget compilation policy, more 
factors to affect the national 
economy adversely than of 
stabilizing. 


Nerve Gas Warfare

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
possibility that in a future war 
the enemy might use ballistic 
missiles to deliver nerve gas 
is being considered in some 
military quarters here. 

Experts, who must consider 
all possible eventualities, are 
giving thought to the idea that 
such an attack might kill or 
paralyze populations of Amer- 
ican target cities. 

With this strategy, defense 
of an area and all its economy 
could conceivably be wiped out 
—but still leave unscathed the 
factories, offices and homes of 
a city itself. The facilities thus 
could be used by following oc- 
cupation forces. 

Presumably, the equipment 
for such warfare is available to 
both Russia and the United 
States. Both have stockpiles of 
the gas and both are in the pro- 
cess of prefecting the medium- 
and long-range missiles which 
could firé them. 

Maj. Gen. William M. Crea- 
sy, chief of the Army’s chemi- 
cal warfare branch, is not talk- 
ing about the possible use of 
a to deliver gas. But he 
does outline some of the tacti- 
cal and strategic values of gas 
in the current issue of the offi- 
clal army publication, Army 


Information Digest. 

He writes: 

“Newest of the systemic poi- 
sons are the nerve gases. Tney 
are colorless, odorless and much 
more lethal than any other war 
Bas yet perfected. They were 
discovered by the Germans dur- 
ing World War II, in the course 
of research designed to develop 
improved insecticides. The 
Wehrmacht (German Army) 
had quantities of nerve gas stor- 
ed and ready for use during 
that war. 

“Indeed, considering the ad- 
vances already made, science 
fiction description of herve 
gases, paralyzing gases and 
gases that affect the minds of 
Men could well be closer to the 
realm of fact than fiction in the 
course of the next five years.” 

An Army booklet gives the 
symptoms of nerve gas attack: 
a shortness of breath develop 
ing within 20 seconds; collapse 
and loss of consciousness in one 
minute; gasping increases and 
biood pressure drops, followed 
by convulsions within five 
minutes; skin turns bDiue in 10 
minutes as the circulatory sys- 
tem collapses following the 
swift paralysis of the respira- 
tory system; death in from 5 to 
15 minutes.

Asakusa-nori 


The Japanese are great eaters 
of fish as well as shellfish and 
seaweeds. Among many kinds 
of seaweeds eaten, the most 
prominent is nori, laver. This 
generally comes in the form of 
thin sheets of about 10 inches 
square, deep purplish green in 
color, and thus often it is called 
by foreigners Japanese carbon 
paper. 

This kind of nori, usually 
called Asakusa-nori, is made of 
amanori, gathered in shallow 
seas in winter. Fishermen make 
nori beds in the sea by planting 
tree or bamboo branches in the 
sea. The laver attaches itseif 
to these branches. The harvest- 
ing commences in December and 
ends in March. 


The gathered laver is chopped 
up fine, washed and then spread 
on screens to dry. Nori-making 
is strenuous work, as the laver 
must be gathered early in the 
morning, and the preparing and 
drying must be done by sunset, 
or else the laver will be spoiled. 
In the old days, schools at such 
fishing villages making nori 
were closed on fine days of win- 
ter as all children had to help. 

Nori appears to have become 
a definite table delicacy in the 
late ninth century, and in the 
early days Izumo, Shima and 
Tosa were famous nori produc- 
ing areas. In the Edo period, 
Asakusa-nort of Edo became 
particularly well-known. It be- 
came the first thing Edo people 
wished to send to friends in 
other districts. At that time, 
nori-gathering was mainly done 
in Asakusa district; hence the 
name Asakusa-nori, but today no 
nori is gathered there. 

Omori, Haneda, and the Chiba 
coasts are now the chief nori 
growing areas in Kanto, The 
nori produced in Tokyo Bay is 
still regarded the best, though 
it is also produced in many 
other places. 


Asakusa-nori is slightly toast- 
ed and eaten with shoyu, or 
crumbled and spread over vari- 
ous foodstuffs. Norimaki or 
nori rolls, is one popular type 
of sushi, made by rolling vine- 
gared rice in, the sheets of nori. 
Nori is also cooked in shoyu. 

There is another kind of nori 
commonly called aonori or 
green laver but this is quite a 
different kind from’ amanori. It 
is light green in color and is not 
made into sheets but simply 
dried and sold in small bundles. 
This ao-nori is also used in 
powder form sprinkled over 
foodstuff and in making vari- 
ous cakes, 

All seaweeds are nourishing, 
containing much iodine and 
many kinds of vitamins. It is 
said that ao-nori is more nour- 
ishing than amanori.

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India and the World 


Universal Interest in Subcontinent Seen 


By DURGA DAS 


Durga Das, chief editor of The 
Hindustan Times, recently made a 
100-day tour of the world. In the 
following he gives his observations 
of the attitude of various countries 
toward India.—Editor. 


Nowhere during my tour 
round the world did I find lack 
in our country. 
Some countries are interested 
in India’s independent foreign 
policy. Some adversely react 
to this policy and quite a few 
wonder how a nation so il- 
equipped as a military power 
and underdeveloped economical- 
ly could come to be so widely 
known and have such  in- 
fluence. J 


The two major contestants in 
the cold war wish India weil. 
Russia is deeply interested in 
the success of India's policy of 
noninvolvement in power 
politics, because it protects her 
flank against the threat of total 
encirclement by the Western 
Powers. 


The U.S.A, pass 4° de- 
sires the success Np ndian 
democracy because ‘it counts 
on India preventing Asia and 
Africa being swallowed up bv 
the Communist flood. 

The people in America and 
Russia reacted in an equally 
friendly way. The Russians 
were uniformly warm and 
courteous, They take their cue 
from their Government and the 
pre-> to determine who is their 
friend and who the enemy. It 
is apparently customary witn 
Russians not to question 2a 
friend about his domestic 
troubles. None of the peopie 
I met raised any question about 
our economic plans or the Kash- 
mir dispute. Only in one in- 
stance did a Russian journalist 
mention that he did not think 
we were going about the right 
way with our economic plans. 


Russians Caution 


There were, of course, many 
Russians who suggested that the 
only way in which India could 
make a success of her plans was 
to rely on her own strength and 
resources, They cautioned that 
the attitude of the West to In- 
dia would be the same as it was 
toward the USSR after the ad- 
vent of the Bolshevik regime 
and that India should never 
count on substantial help from 
Western nations. 


Two names were universally 
popular among the Russian peo- 
ple—Nehru and Raj Kapoor, 
The former symbolized great- 
ness born of strength of charac- 
ter which made him stand up 
to the West; the latter had 
caught their imagination as a 
movie actor, Indeed, the popu- 
larity of Indian films with the 
Russian masses is phenomenal. 

The uniformity of the Rus- 
sian attitude toward India and 
its leadership among the people 
in the areas I visited has one 
drawback. It is not based on 
the conviction of individuals 
born of personal experience or 
study, but on the directive given 
by the ruling party as to who 
should be popularized among 
the masses as their country’s 
friend. Presumably, if the 
Kremlin were to get annoyed 
with India and give the word 
that this country was no longer 
friendly the people’s attitude 
would undergo a rapid change. 


Western Attitude 


The situation in the Western 
countries was not so streamlin- 
ed. Perhaps the most remark- 
able part of the reaction in this 
camp was that the views of 
the people did not necessarily 
coincide with those-of the Gov- 
ernment or of the politicians or 
the press. The Amierican peo- 
ple are generally very friendly 
to India. They wish to see her 
succeed in her plans to raise 
the standard of living of the 
masses and build a sound de- 


‘ mocracy which can be a beacon 


light for other Asian nations. 

The American Government, 
too, is sympathetic toward the 
problems we are facing but that 
country’s politicians and the 
press are still suffering from 
the after-effects of McCarthyism. 
Too often they find refuge for 
their failure to grasp the signi- 
ficance of world events in con- 
demnation of those who differed 
with them as pro-Communists 


or “neutralists.”” With this 
bent of mind, they have felt ir- 
ritated over the way our 
spokesmen have occasionally 
expressed their views on world 
affairs and cast their votes at 
the U.N. 


Fortunately, opinion even in 
these quarters has begun to 
veer round to a better under- 
standing of India’s foreign poli- 
cy and her faith in the demo 
cratic way of Life. 


The masses in Britain are 
friendly to Indian and would 
like to see it proaper. Indeed, 
they take pride in the fact that 
the transfer of power to India 
was peaceful and that they have 
done well by our country. The 
business community in Britain 
feels that India is a good risk 
and would like to maintain 
friendly relations with her in 
order to ensure Britain's share 
of Indian trade and commerce. 

The upper classes in England 
are, however, not reconciled to 
indian independence, and since 
the Suez crisis, have developed 
a particularly critical attitude 
toward this country, This 
comes out more pronouncedly 
in contrast with the attitude 
they adopt toward Pakistan. 
Government circles, however, 
lay a lot of store by India’s 
membership of the Commion- 
wealth and think it unwise to 
make it uncomfortable for In- 
dia to maintain that association. 


Japan’s Reaction 


Japan and Thailand revealed a 
remarkable similiarity in their 
reactions to India and sndians. 
In both countries the people and 
the press are pro-Indian and al- 
most idolize Nehru. The govern- 
ing classes in both the countries 
are, however, tied to a military 
alliance and feel irritated at the 
occasional Indian criticism of 
their stand on foreign affairs. 

The rulers of Japan have not 
yet recovered from the “shock” 
of the reception given to Nehru 
by the Japanese people. Not that 
the Government did not want 
such a reception, but they did 
not expect such an outburst of 
pro-Nehbru sentiment. They have 
not been successful in determin- 
ing yet why their people went 
So “crazy.” 

The fact is that whereas the 
ruling classes and the business 
community in Japan are still 
thinking of themselves as Japa- 
nese first and last, their people 
have begun to feel that they are 
Asians first and Japanese next. 
Thus, it was as an Asian hero, 
who had stood up to the West, 
that Nehru received a tumul- 
tuous and unperalleled welcome 
from the Japanese masses. 

How Thailand Feels 


The knowledge about India of 
the average Japanese is still im- 
perfect. In a small village I 
asked a group of schoolgirls, 
who had gathered to see new 
tractors being tried, as to what 
was the capital of India. None 
of them could answer the ques- 
tion, even though they were ap- 
parently secondary schoo) stu- 
dents. When | asked them 
about the capital of the U.S.A. 
most of them answered “Wash- 
ington,” aithough a few said it 
was “New York.” 

The Japanese people are al- 
Most 100 per cent literate and 
their newspapers sell in mil- 
lions. They gratefully remem- 
ber how India refused to sign 
the Japanese Peace Treaty in 
San Francisco and how she did 
not claim any reparations from 
Japan, 

he people of Thailand feet 
naturally drawn toward India 
because of the ties of commoa 
Culture and heritage. This 
sentiment is fed by the Thai 
Press which largely supports 
Nehru’s stand an foreign affairs 
and advocates a similar attitude 
by the Thai Government, 

My study of the attitudes of 
the people and Governments of 
various countries toward India 
and Indians shows that the peo- 
ple everywhere are ahead of 
their Government and that lead- 
ership has been too timid to 
grasp the opportunity to lead 
them on to the new world that 
is being born. Perhaps it is 


because Nehru provides bold 
leadership to the people of In- 
dia that he is so widely known 
the world over.
